Cocks should not be dubbed till their combs 
have acquired a full size and developement, which occurs about. the 
same time that the birds get their perfect male plumage. The bird 
should be held by assistant, and as the comb offers a good hold, it 
shoyld not be taken off until after the wattles are removed, These 
should be cut away with a pair of sharp scissors, the head being turned 
over and held by the comb. The cut should commence at the back, 
and come forward to the front of the head. During the operation, the 
wattle that is being cut off should not be pulled; if it is, a jagged, 
irregular cut results. But when the two are successively taken off as 
recommended, a narrow stfip of skin is left along the centre of the 
under jaw; this strip it is most important to preserve. The bird should 
next be turned over, and the scissors placed at the back of the comb as 
close as possible to the head. ‘They should then be closed and the 
comb cut away with one smooth, steady, cut towards the point of the 
beak. Less thee two minutes in skilful hands will finish the operation, 
and the cock will instantly proceed to eat as is nothing had happened ; 
in fact we have seen birds pick up and devour their own wattles im- 
mediately on being placed on the ground. 


When the scars, left by the removal of the wattles, have fallen off, the 
deaf ears or ear-lobes, should be taken off, this should also be done

Several prizes were given for competi- 
tion, and amongst others, one which I quote from the ‘pro- 
sramme:—Race Open to Amateurs, Sixteon Lengths; prize, 
a Handsome Electro Cup, presented by Mr. Hayes, Amateur 
Champion, and pupil of Mr Ramage, for open competition.” 
Immediately on arriving at the bath I went to Mr. Ramage and 
requested him to enter iny naine for this race. He refused to do 80 
saying I could not enter, ard on my asking why not, he replied 
because I had won a cup at these baths, But, I pleaded, this race is 


of cold water, for, with slight exceptions, the club have never had a 
good swimming competition among them. On this occasion only four 
presented themselves—Mr. J. Vennon, Jack of the Glasgow Swimming 
Olub; Mr, Leslie Carnie, of Newhaven, but now a boatbuilder at 
Granton, and William Rock and John M'Donald, of Leith.

The seventh match, 800 yds, was for members of the Forth Swimming 
Club who had never taken a fast swimming prize of any kind.

The North British Agriculturist reports the horse show at Newcastle, 
to which the Royal Society gave £800 in prizes (£100 of which was a 
prize for the best thorough-bred horse to improve the breed, £25 for 
the second), and states “that since the exhibition at Battersea and 
Worcester there is a considerable falling off among the 11 thorough- 
bred competitors for these two prizes; that the two prize horses were 
pot equal to Ellington and. Neville, and that the others were weak and 
weedy, wanting in size, substance, and action.” 

I shall conclude with the testimony of Mr. John Scott, of White- 
wall-house, Malton, whose opinion I have consulted since, Admiral 
Rous declared the deterioration a pure fiction, whose authority I con- 
sider the best, and to whose judgment I should willingly have sub- 
mitted, thinking, in growing old, I might have forgotten the past and 
not have learnt the present. F 

Mr. John Scott says he is of opinion that the English race-horse has 
not improved since the days of Catton, Filho da Puta, Blacklock, 
Ebor, and others of their time; he certainly considers the horses of 
those days were infinitely superior in substance to those of the present 
day. They were much better shaped horses, on shorter legs and with 
better substance. ‘Thos of the present day are perhaps as tall or taller, 
but more leggy. They may, perhaps, be as fast for a short distance, 
but for gameness and endurance are not fit to be mentioned on the 
same day. |

Sin,—Writing the results of my life’s practice upon horse-breeding 
at ths request of the Right Hon, John Evelyn Denison, I strenuously 
ayoitled touching the racehorse and racing, except so far as the horses 
used every day by everybody were affected, and sales to have avoided 
everything like controversy upon turf matters. But, looking at the 
vast 2a ats Ure of the subject, rather rejoice that a controversy has 
arisen, feeling that the more the truth is controverted the clearer it will 
appear, and hoping that a remedy will be adopted before we find our 
cavalry ate destroyed for want of being better mounted. 

T stated, and do not hesitate to state again, that our thoroughbred 
horses are seriously deteriorated in size and substance since the peace 
was made in'1815. General Peel and Admiral Rous deny this, and I 
wish to make a few remarks in reply to their statements. 

Mr. P, Wyndham brought a motion into the House of Commons to 
withdraw Her Majesty’s Plates from tho turf, to which General Peel 
replied in these worda, “ That objection is taken to the racing of two- 

ear-olds, and what is a vad Why, to do away with all the races 
or old*horses, all the weight for age, races, and to abolish the Queen’s 
Plates. I say,” said General Peel, “it is impossible to tell to what 
degree these Queen’s Plates encourage the breed of horses. You 
cannot judge of it at all by the number of horses that run for them.

What ean 1 do with them?” “Oh,” he thinks, “I can race them for New Park, Lymington, Hants, Aug. 23. 
Queen's Plates.” And this attaches a value to these horses which 
otherwise they would not possess, and without which they might go 
out of the country.” Now, I agree perfectly with General Peel in all 
this. and do not desire a better advocate to show the value of the 
changes I have proposed, I advocate strenuously a larger number of 
lates to be given by his Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, weight 
age races, the old style of higher weights, and longer distances than 
at present, without heats. 
eneral Peel mentioned the grand show of horses then about to 
take placo in London, at which there was to have been such a display 
as to convince the members that no improvement is required. 

That show has passed, and although there were many neat, hand- 
some, light horses shown, there was not one heavy cavalry officer's 
horse entered for the prize. What would not a fine strong horse have 
been sold for, if any dealer could have produced one? 

Then it seems General Peel's test has failed him, and I have thought 
he had some little misgiving of the value of his opinion about horses 
not befng deteriorated, for he said, ‘‘ So far from the breed of horses 
having fallen off, I believe there never was & time when thorough- 
bred horses were more surely going back to that size and peyer which 
formerly distinguished them.” They were, then, formerly distinguished 
for size and power, and are now surely going back to it again; and 
yet Goneral Peel tells us that no deterioration has taken place. 

{should desire no better evidence than this to obtain a verdict from 
a jury of my pouniey mee to establish the entire substance of my paper, 
that thorough-bred horses are deteriorated in size and substance. 

Admiral Rous states in the Times of Juno 29 last, that there is but 
one opinion among persons interested in the turf, that the grand object 
in breeding is ta combine good size, great strength, and power of en- 
durance, with superior speed 

I agree it ought to be so, and it was so in {the north of Fngland, in 
Scotland, and in Ireland 40 years since, where horses carried weight 
for age, and run two, three, or four mile races. Mile races were then 
the exceptions. 

Newmarket at that time wag notorious for small, lathy horses, fitonly for 
mile courses. I once went there intending to buy, and was so astonished 
at the difference in substance betweon them and the north-country 
horses that I did not maks an offer for a single horse, and never went 
there again, I hardly ever went a journey into the North upon the 
same errand without buying horses that could win plates, ald cups,

SPORTING ANECDOTES. 


TourNAMENTS.—The word tournament is derived from the French, 
and signifles a wheeling about in'a circular manner. ‘Tournaments, or 
mock military contests, were very common in the middle ages, and 
great skill and strength were displayed by those who took part in the 
encounters. In their early history it was no child's play, as the com- 
batants used to divide themselves into large parties, and beat each 
other most soundly with clubs, without any respect to rank or dignity. 
In one of these encounters, Robert, Earl of Cleremont, was so severely 
bruised by the blows he received from his antagonist that he was never 
well afterwards. Thijs led to the ordinance that kings and princes 
should not in future enter the lists as combatants. But the ordinance 
was not strictly observed, and Henry IT. of France lost his life at a 
tournament in honour of his daughter's marriage. Having become 
rather too ferocious in their character, they were interdicted by eccle~ 
siastical decrees, and they gradually died out. Attempts have, on two 
or three occasions, been made to revive them ; but, if we cannot ejacu- 
late, with Burke, that ‘the days of chivalry are over,” it certainly is a 
chivalry of a different and more usefal character; and we may hence- 
forth regard tournaments as things of the past, and only ridiculous 
when exhibited before an age which has outgrown the period when 
those costly amusements were in fashion. 

Tre MINSTREL TAILLEFER.—Without going back to the times when 
Homer thought and sung, we have several instances in the early his- 
tory of this country of the bard and tho soldier being combined in one 
person. The celebrated minstrel Taillefer, who camo into England 
with William the Conqueror, was a warrior as well as poet and musi~ 
cian, Ho was present at the battle of Hastings, and appeared at the 
head of William’s army singing the songs of Charlemagne and of Ro- 
land. Previous to the commencement of the action he advanced on 
horseback towards the English, and casting his spear three times in 
the air, he caught it as often by the iron head, and tho fourth time he 
threw it among his enemies, one of whom he wounded. He then drew 
his sword, tossed it into the air as he had done his spear, and caught 
it with suth dexterity that those who saw him attributed his mancouvres 
to the power of enchantment. He then galloped among the English 
soldiers, thereby giving the Normans the signal of battle, and in the 
action lost his life. His dexterity in tossing and catching his weapons 
proved him to be no mean hand in those feats with which Professor 

‘homas amuses and astonishes in this, the modern age of skill and, 
science. 

Raciwa Any Royatty.—Henry VIII, among the various accom~- 
plishments ascribed to him, appears to have possessed a. taste for horse- 
flesh, and to have lent no small assistance to the amelioration of our 
indigenous race by the importation of stock from Spain and Turkey. 
Horses from the former of these countries, which owed their celebrity 
to its oceupation by the Moors, were af terwards more freely introduced 
into our paddocks by the wreck of the Armada, ‘This fleet had been 
furnished with a number of choice barbs, and its destruction upon our 
coasts proved a boon to the breed of our horses, as well as to the other 
more important interests. Indeed, we had on that occasion much need 
of some sort of aid in this respect, for Elizabeth’s ministers were sorely 
troubled to mount 5,000 cavalry for repelling the invasion. Then 
James I. was the Macedonian Philip of the age. The palace he built 
at Newmarket, though it was used in the first instance as a hunting- 
box, served as a landmark inaugurating the distinction of that town as 
a great central emporium of sport; and thither generations after gene- 
rations have repaired, to follow up the work so royally begun, and so 
well sustained by every class of the community down to the present
